N this testimonial to the labors of 
145 years the strife of parties, 
the antagonisms of personalities, 

the bitterness of particular con- 
troversies are forgotten. This monu- 
ment bespeaks the common cause 
the unifying principle of our nation. 
We are in a time of keen distress 
and widespread misgiving. It is a 
world of unrest. The _ perennial 
strife with lawlessness has assumed 
new aspects and has brought society 
to new and serious tests of its ability 
to protect itself. Few, if any, have 
the gift of prophecy. This edifice 


however, attests 
confidence. It 
suggests perma- 


nence — not the 
permanence of 
stone and _ steel, 
but of an _ idea’ 
not, in this re 
spect, of partic- 
ular formulas, but 
of a_ conception 
of the basic needs 
of our organized 
society. 

That confidence 
and suggestion of permanence spring 
no doubt from a belief that our peo- 
ple have political instincts and con-

cure distribution and limitation of 
governmental powers; that our terri- 
tory is too vast and our political con- 
cerns too various to permit of an 
absolute centralization of authority:

cannot be maintained without an ar- 
biter, as far removed as is practical 
ly possible from the disputes of par- 
ties and the manipulations of groups 
dominated by special interests; that 
in some practicable way the talent 
of the nation for impartial determi- 
nations according to constitutional 
principles must find effective expres- 
sion.

E in England have had to face 
unanticipated crises apart al- 
together from international po- 
litical complications.

I would ask you to keep in mind the 
immense complexity of the problem,
